EVANGELISTIC FIELD 
GOAL SET BY LAD AT 
COMPLETION COLLEGE 


WILL DELIVERANNUAL BAC- 
CALAURATE SERMON FOR 


HIS GRADUATING CLASS 


When Kenneth Copeland, at the 


age of 14 years preached his first 
sermon in the 'little country town 
of Warwick, Okla., on the third 
Sunday night of August, 1926, and 
had eight conversions, another link 
was forged in the chain of his fam- 
ily's history of producing men to 
take their places In the world to 
preach the Christian religion. 
His father, grandfather, tliree 


uncles, and three great uncles, were 
ministers of the gospel before him. 
Kenneth Copeland, who is 
18 


years old, is a senior in the Corsi- 
cana high school and is co-pastor 
of the Methodist Protestant church,' 
of which his father. Rev. J. W. 
Copeland is the pastor. He was 
born April 3, 1912, in Bexar, Ark., 
where his father was pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. At the 
age of seven years his family rribv- 
ed to Lincoln county, 
Oklahoma, 


where they lived fo? about eight 
years. In July, 192S, they moved to 
Texas, and were situated in Worth- 
am, and In November of the same 
year located in Corsicana. Young 
Copeland received his primary ed- 
ucation in different towns in Ok- 
lahoma, and his high school work 
In Texas schools. 
To Be Evangelist 


"My highest ambition," said the 


youthful minister in . conversation 
with a Daily Sun 
representative 


snatched at odd times in the corri- 
dors and conference periods at the 
high school, " Is to enter evangelis- 
tic work after finishing my col- 
lege study and to be of the utmost 
service to humanity 
in reaching 
people and saving souls for Jesus 
Christ. My present aim in life," he 
said, "is to help young people to 
overcome temptations, and to be 
able to explain things to them that 
will make them better citizens and 
church members." 
In over 18 revival meetings which 


the youthful preacher has conduct- 
ed in Texas, Oklahoma, and Arkan- 
sas with his father, more than 650 
people have been converted after 
iistening to his sermons. Last sum- 
mer at a revival meeting in Worth- 
am, the largest number of people 
of any of his meetings were con- 
verted, with 106 
professing 
the 


Christian religion. When queried 
as to other religious activities Cope- 
land pointed with pride to the fact 
that since the fall of 1929 he has 
solemnized five marriage ceremon- 
ies and bapized twelve people into 
the Methodist Protestant church. 


Through not compromising with 


the more worldly pleasures of life 
to maintain his popularity with fel- 
low school students and associates, 
young Copeland is a true expon- 
ent of the younger generatiqn and 
believes that young 
people as a 


whole are no more loose in their 
morals than their forefathers were, 
considering the greater number of 
sinful agencies now in operation 
that were unheard of a generation 
ago. "I will condemn sin to the 
fullest extent of my ability," 
he 
declared, "but from my constant 
association with boys and girls of 
the high school age I will not cen- 
sure them as a whole. 


Older People to Blame 
"Young people of 
today 
have 


ideals and ambitions, which if prop- 
erly cultivated by their parents, 
will reap a great beneficial harvest. 
A large percent of moral failures 
in boys and girls today, he said, 
"are due to improper and faulty 
home training, and bad examples 
set by older people. I warn young 
people not to go wrong simply be- 
cause older people set bad examples 
and go wrong themselves, because 
I don't think that is a legitimate 
excuse."

"The Bible says that if children 


are trained properly at home they 
will not depart from that training 
later in life," he said. 


The boy preacher said he wants 
to show boys and girls of today that 
it is not necessary to go around 
with "a long sad face," in order 
to be religious, but that they can 
have a good time and get enjoy- 
ment out of life in a really rever- 
ent way, and within the bounds of 
reason.

sidered a closed issue, Judge G. T. 
Fltzhugh of Memphis today pre- 
pared to file with the qviadrcnnial 
general conference of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, 
South, his 


formal protest to the exoneration 
ol Bishop James Cannon, Jr., of 
Washington. D. C., on charges of 
stock market speculation. 
Fitzhugh said he had new evi- 


dence to support his latest attack 
on the temperance bishop around 
whom most of the controversy of 
the Dallas conference has centered. 
He considered the actions of the 
committee on episcopacy illegal in 
exonerating Cannon after it 
had 


voted to bring him to trial. 
This evidence, it was learned, In- 


cluded several telegrams purported 
to have been exchanged between 
Kable and Company, the brokers, 
and 
Bishop Cannon 
while the 


bishop was visiting 
his 
foreign 
charges in Brazil. 
It appeared doubtful that Fitz- 


hugh's second 
attack 
would be 


' more successful than his first. The 
overwhelming majority by which 
the committee exonerated Cannon, 
the reception he was given when 
he publicly acknowledged his mis- 
take, and the second ovation he 
received when he presided at yes- 
terday afternoon's session indicat- 
ed that sentiment had turned in fa. 
vor of the temperance leader. 
Josephus Daniels, -nlmost equally 


prominent as a temperance work- 
er, and one of those who sought to 
bring Cannon to trial, in a state- 
ment indicated his belief that Can- 
non had been saved "by the quality 
of mercy, which drops on erring 
bishops and congoan alike." 
He expressed the opinion that 
some laymen "doubted" the genu- 
ineness of Cannon's penitence, in- 
asmuch as it came "after a trial 
had ben ordered," but added that 
the policy of Methodism was too 
forgive sin on confession and re-
